WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 2S— The 


week just gone has b'.'en a very quiet 
one in legislative circles of the na- 
tional capital so far as final disposi- 
tion of any important business is con- 
cerned. Congress jogged along at its 
usual comfortable pace and a handful 
of statesmen could be found at their 
arduous duties during any session. It 
is a trifle early to begin on the old re-

The caucus of democrats of

"We are of opinion that as the rep- 


resentatives of our various constitu- 
encies, and as members of the caucus, 
made up of such representatives, we 
haye no power or authority to con- 
struct or promulgate a platform of 
principles for our party:-that we can- 
not increase or minimize the binding 
effect of platforms of the party here- 
tofore regularly made and adopted by 
the people in convention assembled 
for that purpose. 


"That in the House of which we are 


members we should vigorously and 
aggressively battle for democratic 
principles and with equal vigor and 
aggressiveness 
we 
should 
oppose 


everything contrary, in substance or 
method, to those principles and should 
meet each question as it arises with a 
full conference and a solid and undi- 
vided front." 


This evidently leaves the matter of 


policy in such form that the coming 
congressional campaigns will doubt- 
less be conducted in accord with plat- 
forms written to suit local conditions 
in different states and in harmony 
with particular issues therein. 


Th? caucus also adopted the follow- 


"Resolved, that the territories of 


Arizona, Oklahoma and New Mexico 
are entitled to statehood, and should 
be admitted to Hie Union on equal 
footing with the batance of the suites 
and we pledge the support of the cieni- 
ocrates in the House of representatives 
to such a bill." . 


The senate passed a bill granting 


Mrs. McKinley a pension of 65.000 per 
ye.ar.

•hich embrace Grand Rapids, we pnb- 
ish herewith at length for the inform- 
tion of voters, a copy of the act in 
ncstion, omitting title, etc., only: 


Chapter 443. 


Term of office made two years. Sec- 
ion 1. In cities of the second, third 
nd fourth classes the terms of office 
i all city officers hereafter chosen by 
he electors, except aldermen in cities 
overned by special charter, shall be 
wo years; provided, this act shall not 
ITeet the term of office of any city 
Ilicer which exceeds two years. 
Conflicting laws repealed. 
Section 


. All acts or parts of acts iuconsist- 
111 with the provisions of this act are 
lereby repealed. 


Section 3. This act shall take effect 


.nd be in force fro.n and after its pas- 
age and publication. 


Approved May 12th, 1'JOl. 
It will be readily seen that this act 


.id not take effect until after Hie elec- 
ion of April, 1901, and therefore does 
lot affect the present officers; but offi- 
:ers to be elected at the coming April 
ilection, 1902, including members of 
lie county board, as well as all other 
ifficers in the city who are chosen by 
he electors, will hold for two years, 
nslead of one year as heretofore, 


e people should bear this in mind 


n making their selection, especially 
n selecting members of the county 
board of supervisors.

Kiii'L-ly Use Their Slings Save in Hull'- 


Defense. 


The common wasp, as a rule, keeps 


its st.ing for seH'-defense. 
It will bite 


a liy in two with its jaws if it gets in 
its way on a window pane, but it does 
not use its sting even when trying to 
rob a beehive, and "laekled" by the 
bees. 
The latter will push a wasp 


away live or six times, hustling him off 
the footboard, without provoking it to 
sting. Hut if a bee endeavors to sting 
tin; wasp, it then grapples w i t h it and 
siings back, killing or benumbing Ihe 
insect almost at once.

ble, but not vicious, like many of the 
Indian wild bees.

mittee on Friday evening- oi last week 
the plans for the 
new high school 


building- were accepted and the lucky 
architects were Chandler & Park of 
Racine.

The new buiidiijy will cost in the 


neighborhood of 530,000 and will be 
one of the most modern and up to date 
school buildings in the country, as it 
will contain all the improvements that 
are supposed to be necessary to give 
the child of today his educational start 
in life. 


The 
building- will be two stories 


high and contain also a basement of 
liberal proportions as well as an attic. 
The basement will contain manual 
training- room, draughting- room, etc. 
and the first floor will be fitted up for 
the younger ones, kinderg-arten, lower 
grades, etc.. besides having- offices for 
the city 
superintendent and other 


Small rooms. 


The second floor will be largely 


taken up by the main or hSgii school 


I room. This will have a seating1 ca- 
pacity of 400 pupils and will be a 


! larger floor than any in the city. 
This floor also 
contains a library 


room, four recitation rooms and toilet 
rooms. 


The attic will be ntted up for labor- 


atories and lecture room and will be 
one of the most interesting- parts of 
the building to the pupil. 


The man who acquired his educa- 


tion a score of years ago and who has 
since had but little to do with schools 
and school buildings cannot help being 
impressed when he looks over the plans 
of a school house as they" are built to- 
day. 
Twenty years ago a school 


building- had very few 
peculiarities 


that would disting-uish it from any 
other building-. Heating was regulat- 
ed chiefly by the use of a coal stove 
and a window that was handy to the 
teacher, but not so near that there was 
dansrerof his takingf cold from 
the

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 23—The 


•week just jjoae has been a very quiet 
one in legislative circles of the na- 
tional capital so far as Snal disposi- 
tion of any important business is con- 
cerned. Congress jogged along at its 
usual comfortable pace aud a handful 
of statesmen could be found at their 
arduous duties during any session. It 
is a trifle early to begin on the old re- 
frain, but slow coach is a comoarafve 
term that fits congress just as well 
aovr as it ever did. Of course it is 
easy to make a mistake in this mat- 
ter. 
Perhaps many of the hills are 


•well advanced in the committee rooms 
where they are. always rirst consider- 
ed. If so ii won't require loag to dis- 
pose of them when they are once called 
up and the summer zephyrs are driv- 
ing our law makers to cooler retreats. 
And, in addition, most of the questions 
to be handled are decidedly compli- 
cated, of a nature requiring time and 
talk. Such things cannot be hurried 
to advantage even tho they are old 
from years of 
agitation. 
It need 


cause no alarm that the big body 
drags in the first months, because the 
the same thing has occurred before, 
and the same certain assurances were 
given out that no important work 
would be left unfinished. In the lan- 
guage of the track, congress can do a 
hard drive and a winning- stretch fin- 
ish when the right weight Js up. 


Interesting discussions were heard 


lately concerning the Philippine tariff,

Concerning Spring Election. 
As the time for the municipal elec- 


tion is fast approaching and some 
discussion has arisen as to the tenor 
of Chapter 443 of the laws of 1901, 
changing the terms of officers in cities 
of the second, third and fourth classes 
which embrace Grand Rapids, we pub- 
lish herewith at length for the inform- 
ation of voters, a copy of the act in 
question, omitting title, etc., only: 


Chapter ^%43. 


Term of office made two years. Sec- 


tion 1. In cities of the second, third 
and fourth classes the terms of office 
of all city officers hereafter chosen bv 
the electors, except aldermen in cities 
governed by special charter, shall be 
two years: provided, this act shall not 
afreet the term of office of any city- 
officer which exceeds two years. 


Conflicting laws repealed- Section 


2. All acts or parts of acts inconsist- 
ent with the provisions of this act are 
hereby repealed- 


Sectioa 3. This act shall take effect 


and be in force fro-n and after its pas- 
sage and publication. 


Approved May 12th, 1901. 
It vrill be readily seen that this act j 


did not take effect until after the elec- 
tion of April, 1901. and therefore does 
not affect the present officers: but offi- 
cers to be elected at the coming April 
election. 1902, including members of 
the county board, as well as ail other 
officers in the city who are chosen by 
the electors, will hold for two years, 
instead of one year as heretofore. 
The people should bear this in mind 
in making their selection, especially 
ia selecting members of the connty 
board of supervisors.
